As all students are aware, defi- 
ciency notices have been scent 
out to those who are not receiv- 
ing a grade’ average of C or bet- 
ter in their courses. The “pink 
slips,” as they are commonly 
ealled, serve as a warning to 
those students*who, for one. rea- 
son or another, have been unable 
to maintain a satisfactory aver- 
age. 

The percentage of “pink slips” 
this second six weeks, is much 
less than that of last year, which 
is an indication that this year’s 
freshmen are adjusting them- 
selves to college life much more 
readily than have the freshmen 
heretofore. 

Men Show Improvement 

Doing much better this time 
than during the last six weeks of 
school the men have improved 
by 10%, with only 43% of the 
male students receiving the pink 
slips.

ACROSS’ - 
the Editor’s Desk —

This is a subect that has been touched upon many 
times since last Monday when the United States pro- 
claimed its state of war. We refer directly to the heart- 
eningly rapid course which American unification has 
taken within this short minute of time and how much it 
has already accomplished toward an ultimate victory. 

Perhaps the great proximity of our general perspec- 
tive on the situation prevents a clear seeing of this fact; 
yet we cannot fail to perceive the specific exemplifica- 
tions of it that have manifested themselves throughout 
the past week. 

Long before 'the formal declaration was made by 
Congress, America’s citizens had united in one thought 
and feeling: Immediately, to be sure, it was of shocked 
resentment; but later and more significantly it was one 
of surety - surety that derived from a physical and spir- 
itual preparedness developed among the population 
weeks and even months beforehand. 

We were ready. 

It was of greatest import that defense industries 
be maintained at very highest efficiency to carry on a 
redoubled program of production. Yet many of them 
were rent by strike. Again, the unanimity of movement 
at the crucial time came as encouraging, and fears that 
dissension would greatly hamper defensive efforts in 
America’s towns and cities were shelved with a sense 
of exalted relief. 

For there was the underlying common knowledge 
that the next fellow was just as well prepared with the 
common fortitude that would one day triumph over and 
eventually obliterate group dissatisfaction. 

The day came alarmingly soon. But there WAS 
common readiness. No one in a million years could have 
stifled that by provoking fires of dispute between the 
employer and his employee. 

When its people are united, a nation becomes strong; 
it can accomplish results far exceeding those creditable 
to nations whose pseudo-unifications have been 
implored by methods of force. The physical unity may 
be there - but remember that we personified America’s 
unity as being both physical AND spiritual. It is here 
that she surpasses beyond all limits the superficial one- 
ness that is obtained through the bearing down of over- 
strained political philosophies upon helpless groups. 

America is on her way - has been on her way. - 
toward the great goal of final triumph. And more than 
anything else her head start is due to the fact that her 
people are solid of belief, both in heart and mind.

Women Also Better 


Not only have the men 
improved their standing in the 
pink slip situation, but the 
women also have recorded a gain 
in industry. For the second six- 
week period, 89 freshmen girls, 
and 43 sophomore girls received 
cinches. This makes a total of 
132 pink slips, in all, given out 
this-six weeks, This is somewhat 
under the total of the last six 
week period of 149. 

Some credit for this improve- 
ment must be given to the new 
courses which were inaugurated 
at the end of the first six weeks. 
for the benefit of the students 
who found it impossible to con- 
tinue their courses.
